Ernest Schiller, who looks more like 
a professional dancer than the boldest 
swashuckler since the day of Captain 
Kidd, suffered an acute case of the 
nerves when he stepped into a Peach- 
tree street taxicab at the Terminal 
plaza yesterday afternoon. 

He was en route to federal prison to 
begin the life sentence imposed upon 
him for the attempted capture of the 
British freighter Matoppo, which he un- 
dertook single-handedly. His hand- 
cuffs had attracted the attention of the 
throngs in the Terminal, waiting room 
and on the plaza, a crowd gathering 
around him as he stopped to talk to a 
reporter for The Constitution. 

The cause of his shivers was largely 
due to the presence of the curious 
crowd. He trembled like a man in the 
cold. His eyes shifted from one ob- 
ject to another. 

Afraid of Nothing Now. 

Someone suggested that he might 
be afraid of British interference, as he 
had previously expressed the fear that 
English officials might get hold of 
him. But he disclaimed it. 

“I’m not afraid of anything else,“ he 
said. 

“It was nothing but àa desire for re- 
venge against England that prompted 
me to try to take the ship.“ he told 
The Constitution reporter.

GERMANY FAILS 
TO REALIZE GRAVITY. 
Germany is informed that the 
United States gained the impression 
from her recent communication that 
the imperial government failed to ap- 
preciate the gravity of the situation,

the attack on the Sussex, but from 
the whole method and character of 
submarine warfare as disclosed by 
the unrestrained practice of the com- 
manders of German undersea craft 
during the past twelve months, and 
more in the indiscriminate destruction 
of merchant vessels of all sorts, na- 


tionalities and destinations.” 

The appendix to the note which deals 
entirely with an analysis of the facts 
in the Sussex case, discloses that Amer- 
ican army and navy officers found in 
the Sussex screw bolts which corre- 
spond with those found on German tor- 
pedoes in possession of the French na- 
val authorities at Toulon.

BY VON BERNSTORFE 


Washington, April 19.—Count von 
Bernstorff, the German ambassador, 
sent to Berlin tonight a long distance 
dispatch interpreting the situation in 
Washington and making certain rec- 
ommendations. He is understood to 
have advised his government that he 
believed the United States meant just 
what it said in its submarine note and 
that something would have to be done 
quickly if friendly relations were to 
continue. . 

The ambassador himself, having read 
the address of the president and the 
note, said: 

J can make no comment either upon 
the address or upon the communication 
which has been sent to my sgovern- 
ment.“ . 

However, he was authoritatively de- 
scribed. as having advised the Berlin 
foreign office in the message sent to- 
night that he believed at least some 
such declaration as that made regard- 
ing the conduct of submarine warfare 
in the Mediterranean sea should be is- 
sued immediately to cover all subma- 
rine operations. : 

The Mediterranean declaration was 
handed to.

Postoffice receipts in Atlanta from 
April 1 to 18 were $4,536.67, or approx- 
imately 8 per cent in excess of what 
they were for the. ene period 
a year ago.

TO BE PROSECUTE 


Embassy — Only Part of 
the Seized’ Papers to Be 
| Returned. 


Washington, April 19.—The attorney 
general’s office is understood to have 
decided to prosecute Wolfe von Igel, 
Captain von Papen’s former secretary, 
arrested yesterday in New York 
charged with conspiring to blow up 
the Welland canal, notwithstanding the 
German ambassador’s request that Von 
Igel be released. a 

Counsellor Polk, of the state depart- 
ment, yesterday advised the department 
fof justice to free the prisoner unless 
the offense was committed before he 
became a member of the embassy staff. 
As the crime is alleged to have been 
committed in September, 1914, while 
Von Igel was not registered as an em- 
bassy employee until December, 1915, 
the legal branch of the government is 
said to have concluded that no diplo- 


matic immunity stands in the way of} 


his prosecution. 
Official documents seized in Von 
Papen’s office when Von Igel was ar- 
rested will be returned to the Ger- 
man embassy. Secretary Lansing to- 
day assured Count von Bernstorff that 
this would be done after the latter 
had called at the state department and 
emphasized his demand of yesterday 
that the papers be returned. These 


papers, which embassy officials seem- 


ed most anxious to recover, are said 
to be partly in code and their examina- 
tion would reveal the key to the Ger- 
man official cipher. 

Department of justice officials were 
unwilling to discuss the disposition of 
the seized papers or to confirm a report 
that some of the papers had already 
been forwarded from New York. 
PART OF PAPERS 
TO BE RETURNED. 

New York, April 19.— Wolfe von Igel 
will not be released from custody and 
only a part of the documents seized 
at the time of his arrest on a charge 
of being implicated in a plot to destroy 
the Welland canal will be returned to 
the German embassy, United States At- 
torney Marshall declared tonight. 

“I have not even considered the re- 
lease of Von Igel,“ Mr. Marshall con- 
tinued. “The — of his arrest was 
definitely settled, so far as my office 
is concerned, 2 today. 

“Following Von Igel's arrest, the pro- 
test of the German ambassador was 
made to the secretary of state, and 
Mr. Lansing referred the matter to the 
attorney general’s office. hen the 
protest reached my office, the only 
question to be decided was whether Von 
Igel was a member of the Genman am- 
bassador’s staff on the date of the 
crime charged. I was able immediate- 
ly to report in the negative.“ 


No Instructions. 


Regarding the documents seized, the 
return of which was demanded by 
Count von Bernstorff, denial was made 
by Mr. Marshall that he had received 
instructions to turn them over to the 
German embassy. 

“I was instructed early today to for- 
ward to Washington papers described 
as ‘official’ by Count von Bernstorff,” 
[the district attorney said. Not de- 
siring to take upon myself the respon- 
sibility of deciding which of the papers 
were ‘official,’ I sent for ac-simile 
photographs of all the papers. The 
originals are locked in my safe. Only 
such papers as Count von Bernstorff 
designates as ‘official’ on — ahaa the 
fac-similes will be returned.” 

The seal of the German embassy, it 
was learned today, has been placed on 
Von Igel's office safe, the door of which 
he slammed shut yesterday during his 
struggle with the federal agents who 
arrested him. 

The raid on Von Igel’s office yester- 
day. it was learned today, was made 
earlier than had been planned, infor- 
mation having ‘been received, it was 
said, that Von Igel was preparing to 
remove the documents wanted.

U-BOAT COMMANDER 
DECORATED BY KAISER 


Decoration of the Officer, It Is 
Said, Will Make Punish- 
ment Impossible. 


Paris, April 19.—Information was re- 
ceived from reliable sources today that 
Emperor William has decorated the 
commander of the submarine which is 
said to have torpedoed the Sussex. It 
is understood Washington has been in- 
formed of this development. 

The award of a decoration to this 
commander, it is believed here, would 
make it difficult, and perhaps impossi- 
ble for Germany to punish him, in 
case such a demand were made by the 
American government. 

The name of the comander and the 
number of the submarine which, ac- 
cording to the recent semi-official 
statement, are in possession of the 
French government, have not been 
made public. 

It is now learnéd, however, that it 
was the German suimarine U-28 which 
was sunk subsequently by French and 
British warships at a point near the 
scene of the Sussex explosion, and 
whose crew, according to the semi- 
official statement, gave information 
concerning the name of the commander 
and the number of the submarine re- 
ported to have torpedoed the channel 
steamer. 

The only previous information con- 
cerning the decoration of the subma- 
rine commander was in the form of 
advices received by way of Switzer- 
land, which was that two officers had 
received the Order of Crossed Swords. 
Their names were not given, nor were 
they identified ag hav n con- 
nected with the Sussex a r. The in- 
formation now received specifically 
identifies the commander mentioned as 
responsible for the torpedoing of the 


Sussex as one of those decorated with 
the Order of Crossed Swords.
